HE WAS Igor Gouzenko, a 26- 
year-old cipher clerk, and he was 
fleeing the Russian Embassy with 


documents purporting to show that 
more than a dozen Canadians were 
feeding secret military informat- 
jon to a Red spy ring which had 
ramifications across this wide Do- 
minion. 

Gouzenko was bound for the com- 

parative security of his apartment, 
not far from the Embassy, but even 
there he was not safe. That fate- 
ful night, four men from the Em 
bassy came looking for him, armed 
and prepared to kill, and ransack- 
ed the apartment while Gouz- 
enko, his wife and child hid in a 
neighbor's home 

Next day the young Russian 
sought help in various quarters and 
finally was directed to the doors 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police. There he and his family 
vanished, the story of their es 
cape from Embassy vengeance to 
remain untold until the govern- 
ment announced six months later 
that an inquiry was in progress 
and that some Canadians were 
under detention 

THEN, IN the more than a doz- 
en trials that followed, Gouzenko 
took the witness stand to tell his 
story and describe and correlate 
the Embassy decuments he had 
taken. Through hi estimony he 
gent a half-dozen Canadians, in 
cluding a member of parliament 
to penitentiary. Nearly a dozer 
were acquitted, one was fined anc 
two accused still are missing 

The court action now is virt 
ended and Gouzenko anc am- 

ily remain within t 
wing of the RCMP 

Since he has been in protective 
custody Gouzenko, who said he be 
trayed his countrymen because he 
wanted to be a Canadian with the 
free Canadian way of life, has had 
part of that wish granted. He has 
been made a British subject by 
rarely - used action of the Crown 
and may, if he wishes, apply for 
Canadian citizenship. Whether he 
has taken that action is not known 

GOVERNMENT sources 
tain that no final decision ha 
reached as to what will be 
with Gouzenko 

Gouzenko himself is said to be 
fully aware that attempts may be 
made on his life. Although other 
Russians have abandoned their 
country once abroad, few of them 
ever took such condemning docu- 
ments as those he spirited away 
from the Embass} 

So far, one Canadian has volun- 
teered to put up enough money tc 
pay Gouzenko a $25-a-week annu- 
ity for 20 years and in addition he 
has earned money from articles 
written for Canadian and Ameri- 
can magazines

In view of the tremendous inter- 
est—as well as need—for the new 
auditorium, this writer invited Mr 
Dewar to give readers of this col- 
umn as much information on the 
subject as he was able to provide 
at present So as to keep you 
abreast of what is doing in this 
respect, here is what Mr. Dewar 
says 

THE LACK OF existing facilities 
for adequately handling large 
groups, speakers, and entertain- 
ment has reached the point that 
the public, throygh its city council, 
has agreed to the principle of 
establishing a civic auditorium as 
early as the supply of building 
material and construction costs will 
justify

in order to give more room and

In addition, the closing of certain 
streets affords a more intimate 
grouping of the buildings This 
factor of the closing of streets has 
proved be one inducing con 
siderable opposition and it must 
not be understood that such critic- 
isms are unjustified

Two principal proposals for the 
development of the civic centre 
area have been presented to City 
Council 


The only decision reached at this 


moment has been to approve the 
approximate location of the pro- 
posed federal building The site 
for this building will be located 
near 104 avenue and between 99 
and 100 streets, with the building 


fronting principally on 100 street 
No decision has been made of the 
site for the civic auditorium and 
art centre The second major 
decision necessary before detailed 
planning of such an auditorium 
can be made is to determine the 
needs to be met and groups to be 
served by such a building

It was 
found that in most cases a civic 
auditorium was so designed as to 
eater to community theatre and 
similar groups, concerts and polit- 
jeal rallies, dancing and sporting 
events, conventions and displays 
The basic elements of such centres 
consisted of 

(a) Large hall or auditorium 
having a flat floor suitable for 
dancing, shows, and sporting events 
with a surrounding balcony on 
three sides and a large stage at 
one end 


(b) Music hall or small theatre 
for dramatics, concerts and the 
like 

(c) Large basement areas for 


exhibit space 

(a) Rooms of various sizes for 
club meetings and banquets 

Tt should be noted that in each 
case removable seating was instal 
jed on the flat floor during pres- 
entations of operas, theatricals and 
large orchestral performances 
Such an arrangement provided 
considerable seating capacity in 
the main hall but had the dis- 
advantage of poor visibility and 
unfavorable seating for those on 
the flat floor 

The general opinion of those in 
position to know was that there 
were numerous occasions when 
large crowds would wish to see a 
particular performance but there 
was lacking either exicting priv 
ately-owned facilities or that 
private enterprise did not consider 
the provision of such halls a profit- 
able investment 

IT WAS THEREFORE considered 
to be the function of the municip- 
ality to provide facilities for the 
gathering of large groups and that 
even municipalities should make 
such a hall for multi-purpose uses 
in order to justify the expenditure 
Regarding the theatre and the 
stage it is generally known that 
the accommodation should be be 
tween 500 and 800 persons. This 
constitutes one of the most import 
ant factors to be decided on, and 
it might be explained that we have 
been working on a plan which 
would provide a large theatre 
sloping floor and balcony, seating 
approximately 2,500 with a sliding 
curtain wall reducing this theatre 
to one seating 700 with the same 


stage facilities 
A still further consideration in 
the planning of such a centre is 


the value to be obtained by integ 
rating a museum of arts with its 
attendant club rooms and studios 
so that the stage facilities as well 
as the use of a small theatre of 
the main auditorium may be utilized 
to advantage
